When the first prisoner died, MIZIA called the Doctor Ltm. 
ZABSKI, and under pretext that prisoner commited some sui-

Zabski refused and then 0STASZEWSKI as COMMANDER in CHIEF 

and MIZIA as Executive signed themselves this paper.
